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DEATH OF MRS. T. RICE SMITH, FOR MANY YEARS 
A WABASH EMPLOYEE. 

Fifty-eight years of continuous service for the Wabash 
Railroad is the record of Mrs. T. Rice Smith, who died at 
her home in Jacksonville. T. Rice Smith, her husband, died 
in 1910 after fifty years of continuous service for the road, 
ending in 1909, when both he and his wife retired. 

Mr. Smith's wife went in as an assistant to him in 1860, 
at Jacksonville. Both were bom in Mallesburg, Ky. They 
were married in 1859. Mrs. Smith died in November, 1917. 

These two people, who have served jointly for more than 
a full half century with the Wabash, have worked side by side 
with many men who have risen to prominence in the railroad 
world and business circles. Mr. Smith virtually learned 
telegraphy with Robert Clowry, now president of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company. Mr. Smith was first employed at 
Jacksonville and Mr. Clowry was oi>erator at Springfield. They 
were the best of the few operators of that time. 

Mrs. Smith was buried in Jacksonville.
